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CELLUCOTTON PRODUCTS CO. 
TO MAKE COTTON FROM WOOD 


New Concern Is Incorporated for $400,000 and the Organiza- 
tion Is Effected by Men Prominently Connected With the 
Kimberly-Clark Co.—Company Is Equipped to Manu- 
facture Thousands of Specialties Monthly and Arrange- 
ments Have Been Made to Add Machinery as the 
Demand Increases—Good Progress on Mills of the Kim- 
berly-Clark Co.—Kaukauna Groundwood Co. Formed. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., October 19, 1920.—Organization of a $400,000 
corporation to make specialties from cellucotton, an absorbent 
“cotton” made from wood, has been effected by the Kimberly- 
Clark Company. It is known as the Cellucotton Products Com- 
pany and the incorporators are Frank J. Sensenbrenner, James C. 
Kimberly and S. F. Shattuck. The company is equipped to manu- 
facture thousands of specialties monthly and arrangements have 
been made to add machinery as the demand increases. 

Cellucotton was invented during the world war and production 
on a large scale was started as soon as its practicability was 
proven. When the armistice was signed the heavy. demand sud- 
denly ceased and the Kimberly-Clark Company found itself well 
equipped to make the product with only a limited demand. The 
Neenah and Globe mills has been largely rebuilt to make cellu- 
cotton. 

The building formerly occupied by the National Fibre and Textile 
Company, which was owned by the Kimberly-Clark Company, has 
been rebuilt for manufacturing the specialties which are to be 
made on a tremendous scale. At present the cellucotton ma- 
chinery in the Globe mill will be sufficient to keep the specialties 
plant in operation but production will be started in the Neenah 
mill as soon as the demand warrants it. 


Progress on Kimberly-Clark Canadian Mill 

Construction work on the Kimberly-Clark Company’s mill at 
Kapuskasing, Canada, is progressing rapidly. The pulp mill, which 
will have a capacity of 100 tons of sulphite a day will be ready 
for operation early next year while the groundwood mill will be 
finished next fall. Eight grinders are to be installed in the wood 
mill at once, with provision for extra installations later. The 
sulphite pulp mill will contain four digesters. Work has been 
started on the upper development about 2 miles above the paper 
mill site but this will not be ready for use until next fall. 


Progress on Niagara Falls Mill 
Installation of a 198-inch paper machine in the Kimberly-Clark 
Company mill at Niagara Falls, N. Y., has been started. It is 
believed the mill will be ready for operation shortly after the 
first of next year. 


Kaukauna Groundwood Co. Formed 

Articles of incorporation have been filed at Madison for the 
Kaukauna Groundwood Company, capitalized at $25,000. Names of 
three Appleton attorneys are signed to the incorporation papers 
and they have declined to give the names of the paper mill men 
interested in the venture. It was said, however, that the main 
office is to be located to Kaukauna and that the company is to en- 
gage in the manufacture of groundwood. 


Mills Closed by Low Water 
The Wausau Paper Mills Company, at Brokaw, was forced to 
close on account of the extremely low water in the Wisconsin 
River last week. Only the wood room and the sulphite mill of 
the plant continued operation, the grinders having been idle for 
two weeks and the paper machines closing down Tuesday. This 


was the first mill on the Wisconsin River to close down almost 
entirely because of lack of water power. 

The Ewing-Everest Pulp Company operated only one of its 
three grinders and that for only 15 hours out of the 24. The 
river, however, raised a little later in the week and another grinder 
was put into operation. The water stage for more than a week 
was the lowest within the memories of Wisconsin River paper- 
mill men. 

To Remain with Great Western Paper Co. 

Harry Ballou, who has been manager of the Menasha Paper 
Company’s mill at Ladysmith, which was purchased last week by 
the Western Newspaper Union for a price said to exceed $2,- 
500,000, will be retained as manager by the new company, it was 
learned here. The property hereafter will be known as the Great 
Western Paper Company and it is said the mill will manufacture 
railroad manilas, poster and book paper for the branch houses of 
the Western Newspaper Union. 

H. H. Fish, Jr., of Buffalo, N. Y., son of H. H. Fish of Omaha, 
Neb., president ot the Western Newspaper Union, will be assistant 
manager. N. J. Smith, who has been president of the Menasha 
Paper Company for several years, will continue to make his home 
in Ladysmith, it was said. 

The deal which transferred the paper mill included also the 
transfer of several dams and water powers owned by the Menasha 
Woodenware Company. It was the largest transaction in western 
Wisconsin in many years. A railroad which connected the paper 
mill at Ladysmith with the pulp mills at Port Arthur and Thorn- 
apple, a few miles away, was also included in the deal. 

Henry M. Stack, formerly. assistant manager of the Escanaba 
Paper Company, was elected manager to succeed the late P. L. 
Utely at a meeting of the board of directors in Chicago. Mr. 
Stack has been connected with the paper company since its in- 
ception. He had charge of the mill during the illness of Mr. 
Utley and since his death several months ago. 

Directors elected the following officers: M. N. Smith, president ; 
J. G. Sutherland, Dayton, vice-president; C. W. Kates, Wells, 
treasurer; Henry M. Stack, secretary and manager. The directors 
are C. W. Kates, J. B. Moran, H. W. Reade, Henry Stack, J. G. 
Sutherland, R. E. DeWesse, H. S. Mead and W. N. Hurlburt. 
The last four named are residents of Dayton, Ohio. 

It was decided to rush work on the power development at 
Boney Falls on the Escanaba River in order to get the necessary 
power to operate more pulp making machinery. 


St. Regis Paper Co. Gets Big Verdict 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., October 18, 1920.—A compromise verdict of 
$24,376.20 in favor of the St. Regis Paper Company against Hubbs 
& Hastings Paper Company of Rochester was obtained in Supreme 
Court here last week. The action was brought by the local com- 
pany for $44,426.03 and interest for about a year for paper sold 
the defendant in 1919. 

The Hubbs & Hastings Paper Company brought a counterclaim 
amounting to about $48,000, and allowance on this figure amount- 
ing to $22,000 was made by the jury. 

The St. Regis Paper Company sued for paper sold the de- 
fendant in the last quarter of 1919. During the quarter the plain- 
tiff sold the defendant 11,025 tons of paper which was delivered 
to Syracuse and Rochester publishers. The price was five and 
three-quarters cents a pound and the Rochester company sold it 
at a commission of two per cent. The St. Regis Paper Company 
claimed that the paper was sold outright and that the Rochester 
firm was not acting as agent. The price was advanced for the 
first quarter of 1920 to six and three-quarters cents a pound, which 
the Rochester firm refused to pay. The commission for paper sold 
in the last quarter of 1919 and that which might have been sold in 
1920 formed the basis for the counterclaim.

New Mill for Bayless Mfg. Corp. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Austin, Pa., October 20, 1920—The Bayless Manufacturing 
Corporation, of Austin, Pa., has engaged Billingham & Cobb, Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., architects and mill engineers, to prepare plans for 
a sulphite bleaching and old paper converting plant. 

This new structure is now under construction and will be located 
immediately north of the plant of the company. When completed 
it will be one of the finest and most efficient of its type in America. 
The building will be four stories and basement, 86 by 306 feet in 
dimensions, with a total of about 130,000 square feet of floor-space. 
The type of construction is known as the flat slab system, rein- 
forced concrete, thus eliminating all ceiling beams. 

Details of the equipment to be installed are now being worked 
out. When the total. planned installations are made this depart- 
ment will have an ultimate capacity of 60 tons of bleached sulphite 
and 60 tons of converted papers daily. 

With the erection of this department, it is understood it will 
result in numerous changes in the paper machines and other equip- 
ment in the paper mill proper, also considerable extensions. to the 
concern’s power facilities.. 

It is understood the.management.is planning to change..over 
from wrappers to high grade book and bond papers.

IS TO BE REORGANIZED 


Shareholders Will Meet at Quebec October 25 to Ratify a 


Proposal of the Directors to Reorganize the Concern and 
Split Up the Shares—Details of Financial Readjustment 
Indicate That Shareholders in the Present Company Will 
Be Given Five New Shares for Each One Now Held— 
Pigeon River Lumber Co., Provided They Can Obtain 
the Timber, Are Prepared to Erect a Large Pulp Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Que., October 18, 1920.—A special meeting of the 
shareholders of Price Brothers, Limited, will be held at the head 
office of the company at Quebec on October 25 to ratify a pro- 
posal of the directors to reorganize the company and split up 
the shares. In a circular issue to the shareholders it is stated 
that the directors have approved of a plan to turn the present 
company’s assets and business over to a new company to be known 
as Price Brothers & Company, Limited. The details of the 
financial readjustment indicate that shareholders in the present 
company will be given stock in the new company in the ratio of 
five new shares for each one share now held. The new company 
will have a capital outstanding of $42,671,000 as compared with 
$8,534,200, the present capital outstanding, It is stated in brok- 
erage circles here that the company’s earnings have been running 
at the rate of about 100 per cent on the present common stock, 
which would approximate 20 per cent on the new capitalization. 
It is assumed that on such a showing the company would start off 
the new stock at a 6 per cent basis. The new stock will have a 
nominal par value of $100 per share instead of being placed in the 
no par value class as was the case in the reorganization of Abitibi 
and Brompton, 

The company operates eleven saw mills at Batiscan, Montmagny 
Rimouski, St. Juste, Trois Saumon, Price, Matane, Salmon Lake, 
St. Marguerite, St. Gedeon, and Jonquiere, with a combined ca- 
pacity of about 1,000,000 feet board measure per day. Shingle 
mills are also operated at Rimouski, Matane, and Salmon Lake, 
with a combined capacity of 600,000 shingles per day. 

The Kenogami Paper Mill has a daily capacity of 280 tons of 
news print per day, with excellent power facilities, the hydraulic 
development being 24,000 horse power under a head of 285 feet, 
this permitting of substantial extensions. The mill site is in the 
heart of the company’s timber limits, located upon the same 
river as the jonquiere mill which has for some years been 
producing pulp and later cardboard and paper. The mill has an 
annual capacity of 8,000 tons of cardboard; 15,000 tons of 
groundwood; and 11,000 tons of paper. The Rimouski ground- 
wood mills have a capacity of 9,000 tons per annum. 


Paper Carpets Brought to Canada 


A. Christensen, formerly associated with the Whalen Pulp and 
Paper Company, at Swansons Bay, B. C., has just returned to 
Canada after a tour of Norway and Sweden, where he has been 
studying pulp and paper conditions. He brought with him carpets 
and rugs from the thickness of a news print sheet to nearly 
one-quarter of an inch, made from pulp in the manufacturing 
plants of Germany, and bought by him in Norway. One beautiful 
rug, four feet by nine feet, was purchased by him for $2.00. 

“The manufacture of pulp in Norway and Sweden today costs 
between two and three times as much as it does in the Province 
of British Columbia,” said Mr, Christensen, explaining that at 
present the coal has to be imported from the United States and 
there is a serious shortage of wood. During the war these 
countries were shut off and were forced to use wood for fuel, 


with the result that practically all the raw material suitable for 
the manufacture of pulp has been burned, 

“Economy in the manufacture of pulp in those countries and 
in England astonished me, when I saw the operators collecting 


all the mill refuse and utilizing it in the manufacture of sulphate.” 


Mr, Christensen is of the opinion that British Columbia should 
economize on its wood supply as he points out that in a few years 
Russia will be coming into the market with vast forest offerings 
and unless the Dominion of Canada conserved its forests the 
centre of the pulp and paper industry, as well as for all wood 
products, will be moved from America to Europe and Asia. 


Another Mill Proposed for Port Arthur 


The Pigeon River Lumber Company, supported by civic officials, 
are endeavoring to induce the Ontario Government to dispose 
of timber limits, close to the city, to them; providing they can 
secure the timber, they are prepared to erect a large pulp mill. 


The Canadian Export Company 


The Canadian Export Paper Company’s employees have or- 
ganized a social club in Montreal. The opening concert and 
dance took place a night or two ago. There will be an enter- 
tainment once every two weeks, consisting of a concert and 
dance on one night, alternating with a night devoted to lectures 
on various industries. At the next meeting there will be a lec- 
ture on news print manufacture, illustrated by moving pictures. 


More Pulp Plants for B. C. 


A despatch from Victoria, B. C., states that the rapidly growing 
pulp and paper industry of British Columbia is soon to be aug- 
mented by additional plants. A New York Company, of San 
Francisco, will build a mill at Kitimat Arm, some miles north 
of Prince Rupert, and a Japanese firm has acquired a tract of 
timber on Louise Island, in the Queen Charlotte group, with the 
intention of erecting a plant as soon as the financial situation in 
Japan clears up. A pulp and paper mill is also being erected in 
Alaska. 

Riordon’s Distribution Plans 

It is expected here that with the Riordon Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany’s directors’ meeting on October 21, announcement will be 
made of the company’s plans for distribution to the shareholders 
of the Riordon Pulp and Paper Company, Limited. At the time 
of the formation of the new company, some months ago, there 
were a number of legal undertakings that had to be carried out. 
It is thought that these have all now been adjusted. The financial 
plans carried out by the Riordon Company are among the largest 
effected by any Canadian industrial company in recent years. The 
company in addition to its large connections in Canada has built 
up important relations with Boston bankers, 


Belgo-Canadian Pulp Shares Have Advanced 


Cable advices from Brussels, Belgium, where the head office of 
the Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper Company is located, state that 
the price of the company’s shares in the market there have ad- 
vanced to 1805 francs. This compares with a range earlier in the 
year of 1100 to 1200 francs. The shares outstanding amount to 
56,000 of no par value and they are almost wholly held in Belgium. 
There was a tendency in some quarters to associate this advance 
locally with proposals which have been mentioned in the Street to 
shift control of the company to Canada and merge the company 
with some others operating in the same section of the Province of 


Quebec. On the other hand, it is surmised that the ‘appreciation - 


in the value of the shares might be readily due to the generally 
strong position of the Canadian pulp and paper situation. Sur- 
mises that the trade has reached the peak are not accepted in 
circles which are exceptionally well informed, and it is declared on 
the other hand that the situation was never stronger,

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EFFECT OF PRICE DROP 
IN THE PAPER MARKET 


Increasing Number of Fourdrinier Machines Installed in Recent 
Years—Alexander Thomson, of Champion, Hopes Prices 
Will Not Go Higher but Says Cost of Raw Material 
Beyond Mills’ Control—Several Say Do Not Expect 
Real Drop in Paper Prices Until. Spring—American 
Paper and Pulp Association to Meet—Special Meetings 
of Coarse and Fine Divisions. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, October 11, 1920—“There seems to be a great deal of 
anxiety at this time as to what effect the recent ‘reductions in the 
price of automobiles and a few other articles of luxury will have 
on the price of paper,” says Alexander Thomson, vice-president 
and manager of sales of the Champion Coated Paper Company, in 
a recent letter to the trade. “We, of course, cannot foresee fur- 
ther conditions with unfailing accuracy, but we have given the 
matter a great deal of thought, and think the following points are 
very significant. 


Fourdriniers Installed 


“Total Fourdrinier machines making book and similar papers 
(exclusive of bonds, writings, ledgers and news) operating in 
U. S. A. in 1915 was approximately 400. Additional machines in- 
stalled or to be installed by the end of 1921 for these same grades 
is approximately 20, or an increase of 5 per cent, while the coun- 
try has grown some 10 per cent during this period, and in addi- 
tion to this, a large export tonnage has been developed, which will 
be held more or less for some years. During the five years pre- 
vious to 1915, there was even a smaller proportion of book tma- 
chines installed in this country. 

“Increase of cylinder printing presses in U. S. A. from 1917 to 
end of 1920 will be approximately 4,000; and of course many job 
presses also. 

“Taking jobbers’ stocks of paper on hand January 1, 1920, as 
100 per cent, they have decreased every month until September 1, 
1920, when they show 26 per cent, and the 100 per cent January 1, 
1920, was far below 100 per cent of normal, probably not 50 per 
cent of normal. 

“Paper manufacturers’ costs are not as yet decreasing; in fact, 
they are still going up, and in not raising our prices for October 
shipments, we are absorbing additional costs on coal, 18 per cent; 
alum, 25 per cent; soda fibre, 4 per cent, and many other smaller 
items. Sulphite and labor costs remain about the same. 

“The automobile situation,” says Mr. Thomson, “has of course 
affected the price of certain materials entering into their manu- 
facture. Production of automobiles has increased during the past 
three years some 100 to 150 per cent, and no doubt the time has 
come when this country can no longer absorb so many cars, and 
so most of the automobile manufacturers are scrambling. to get 
orders by reducing prices, but at the same time they are forcing 
their sources of supply to cut prices also.~ 

“We can see no similarity between this condition and’ that of 
paper. There is right now a bearish feeling among many of the 
jobbers and paper consumers, but in our opinion, there will again 
be heavy buying within a few weeks, as shelves are bare and even 
normal paper consumption in proportion to its production is sure 
to keep all mills operating full for some years.” 


No Control of Raw Material Prices 


Mr. Thomson’s letter concludes by stating: 
“We hope prices will not go higher, but the cost of raw ma- 
terials is beyond our control, and we cannot reduce until wages 


and materials are reduced. It does not seem that this can happen 
to any extent for some months. We have six months of orders 
on our books and already have an increase of orders and inquiries 
after the few days of hesitation.” 


Voices Trade Opinions 


Mr. Thomson’s ‘letter is notable for the reason that it voices 
the opinion of the trade almost as a whole. Some few jobbers 
feel that prices should come down in accordance with the prices 
of other articles which have already shown a tendency in that 
direction. But most of them understand that paper prices cannot 
follow the lead which automobiles made. 


General Trade Notes 


Special meetings of the Coarse and Fine Paper Divisions of the 
National Paper Trade Association are scheduled to be held at the 
Blackstone Hotel, Chicago, November 10 and 11. ° 

A tentative programme provides for separate meetings of the Coarse 
and Fine Paper Divisions all day Wednesday, November 10, a 
general meeting of the association on the morning of Thursday, 
November 11, to be followed by the presentation of general: busi- 
ness conditions by Francis W. Sisson, of the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York, and one other man of equal standing in 
the business world. 

Though it is not yet definitely decided upon it is thought that 
a meeting of the Middle States and Central States Wrapping Paper 
Associations will be held at the same time and place. 

The consensus of opinion points to a better and larger business 
after November 2. Fred White, of the J. White Paper Company, 
states that he doesn’t look for business to show any exceptional 
signs of activity until after the elections. Business, on the other 
hand, is reported to be good by most of the men in the trade. 

Orders which used to be promised for delivery in six months 
are now getting attention in from thirty to ninety days. This is 
a vast improvement. It means a great deal to the paper men 
here, as they can promise their own deliveries with a much more 
definite tone. “When can you deliver?” has been one of the ques- 
tions which paper salesmen have had to answer a good many 
times. For some time they were virtually “up against it.” If 
they did not have the paper in stock they were unable to give any 
definite answer. Now they feel a bit easier with orders being 
filled in half and some times far less than half the time it took 
formerly. 

“I do not expect to see paper prices come down until Spring,” 
said a prominent paper man to the writer. And this is what all of 
the paper men say. Some houses have stood a loss by not charg- 
ing the advanced prices which have been effected during the past 
few weeks. But no paper has been cut recently.

ARE. FALLING OFF SOMEWHAT 


Inquiries Also Are Fewer Although All the Mills Continue 
Very Busy and Are Far Behind on Orders—Prices for 
Paper Are Holding Stiff But There Is a General Wave 
of Price Cutting on Almost All Other Commodities— 
Reports State That the Ontario Government Is Thinking 
of Erecting a Pulp Mill in the Nipigon District—F. W. 
Fisher Co. Will Erect Plant in Kingston. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Ont., October 18, 1920.—The number of general orders 
in the paper business has fallen off considerably during October. 
There are not as many inquiries and miscellaneous demand has 
eased off. The mills are all busy, however, and are still a long 
way from having the business in hand overtaken. Many have 
enough orders on their books to carry them well into next year, 
and rather welcome the present change after six months or more 
of the greatest activity ever known in the history of the industry. 

So far as prices are concerned these are holding stiff and what 
the future may bring forth no one ventures a prediction. There is 
a general wave of price cutting and unloading in many commodi- 
ties in Canada and the words “curtailment” and “lessened cost” for 
products are in the air. How long paper will escape remains to 
be seen. The most ardent supporter of the industry does not 
hazard the hope that paper and pulp, if the present agitation is 
continued so far as other articles are concerned, can eventually 
escape. The sanest view is that no radical reductions will be 
made until production overtakes demand and that will not be until 
many weeks yet. 

There are now freer deliveries in wrappings and other lines and 
printers are holding back in their buying. There is no disposition 
on the part of large consumers to load up and wholesalers welcome 
prompter shipments of stock. The improvement is not yet par- 
ticularly pronounced but, at last, the pendulum has begun to swing 
in the other direction so far as lines, outside of news print and 
kraft are concerned. The scarcity of the latter two is still evident. 
There is a good demand for glassine papers and greaseproof. 
Jobbers are paying 35 cents per pound for bleached and 30 cents 
for unbleached while bleached greaseproof is bringing 25 cents 
and unbleached 22 cents. 

With the introduction of additional equipment in the toilet and 
tissue paper line, the output will soon be increased. There have 
been heavy imports from American mills of late to meet the 
requisitions for toilet paper and local mills will turn out some of 
the cheaper grades to offset the offerings. Manufacturing 
stationers are all busy and still find it difficult to secure all the 
stock that they require while envelope manufacturers are rushed. 

Sulphite pulp of the bleached variety is very scarce and com- 
manding high prices but the ground wood market has eased up 
somewhat and mills are not finding the same trouble to get re- 
quirements with which they were faced a few weeks ago. Coated 
paper plants are active and complain of a scarcity of raw stock, 
which prevents operation to the fullest extent. Things generally 
in the pulp and paper arena would seem to be running in the direc- 
tion of the stabilization of prices more than they have been for 
some time. 

Not Increasing News Print Output 

Some time ago it was reported that the Spanish River Paper Pulp 
and Paper Mills, Ltd., intended adding new machines to their vari- 
ous plants which would eventually increase the daily output from 
600 tons to 1,000 tons of news print. The company is installing a 
third machine at Sturgeon Falls, Ont., which will be in operation 


early next year and will add some sixty tons to the production of 
the plant. Beyond this, the company has no immediate plans in 
view for extension, according to J. G. Gibson, of Toronto, secre- 
tary of the organization. Mr, Gibson says that to augment the 
capacity of the plants to 1,000 tons daily would necessitate the in- 
stallation of six new machines as well as heavy building opera- 
tions. The alterations and additional equipment would involve 
an expenditure of some six million dollars which was out of the 
question at the present time. 


Will Ontario Build Pulp Mill? 

For some time past there has been a rumor that the Ontario 
government was thinking of erecting and operating a pulp mill in 
the Nipigon district of the province to take power from the Hydro- 
Electric plant in that vicinity. There has been some fear that 
without pulp mills and other large wood using industries, there 
would not be sufficient users of power in the Port Arthur section 
to make the development profitable. While no definite plans have 
been announced by the government, if such a move is inaugurated, 
it will be an entirely new venture for the provincial authorities, 
and it is scarcely possible that any radical departure such as re- 
ported will take shape. The adjoining limits may be thrown open 
to tender in the future on condition that the successful bidder 
undertake the project of putting up a big pulp plant. 


New Site for Big Paper Industry 

The Dominion Envelope and Carton Company of Toronto, which 
now operate a large plant on Duchess street, has taken possession 
of seven acres not far from the Eastern gap from the Toronto 
Harbor Commission and will erect a large new plant, starting next 
spring. The company will build a one-story building, 300 x 500 
feet. At present it has two five-story buildings and finds that too 
much time is lost in moving from flat to flat. The lease runs for 
twenty years and the company will employ about four hundred 
hands. Several other firms in Toronto are trying the one-story 
type of building and find it profitable and economical so far as 
the operation is concerned, 


Will Erect Plant in Kingston 
The F. W. Fisher Company of Toronto, paper box manufacturer, 
will establish a branch factory in Kingston where it has leased the 
premises from the James Richardson Company. It is expected that 
the new industry will be going by November 1. The reason of the 
company branching out is the matter of high freight rates which 
are a big consideration in the paper box trade at the present time. 
Kingston is located midway between Toronto and Montreal, and 
the Fisher Company will thus have access to both markets as well 

as Ottawa, Peterboro, Renfrew and other towns. 


Toronto Company Becomes Incorporated 

Ault & Wiborg Company of Canada, Limited, was recently 
granted a provincial charter with headquarters in Toronto and a 
capital stock of $500,000. The company is empowered to manu- 
facture, buy, sell and deal in printing and lithographing inks, sta- 
tionery supplies, etc., and to carry on the business of manufacturers 
and dealers in paper, cardboard packages, bags, books and other 
lines. 

New Pulp Mill Nearing Completion 

The Nipigon Fibre and Paper Company of Port Arthur, is mak- 
ing good progress on the erection .f its new ground wood pulp 
mill at Nipigon, which will cost $500,000. The company expect to 
have the mill in operation by February 1, 1921, and the daily 
capacity will be 50 tons. The work of construction is being carried 
out by day labor under the supervision of the company’s engineers.

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NO RECESSION IN PRICES 
IN PHILADELPHIA MARKET 


Although Printers Endeavor to Obtain Lower Prices for Fine 
Papers Their Efforts Are Without Success—Market for 
All Grades of Book Paper Holds Steadily and Prices 
Give no Evidence of Breaking—Demand for Coarse 
Paper Is More Active Than for Fine—Some Varieties 
of Paper Stock Show Weaker Tendency—Russell Prod- 
ucts Corporation Starts Plant in Camden. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PHILADELPHIA, October 19, 1920.—The fine paper line successfully 
withstood during the week an assault made upon it by the printing 
and publishing industry to bear prices. It is not believed that this 
attempt was organized, but certainly it was general. The dis- 
tributors were fairly deluged with complaints of poor business 
because of high prices and were importuned to make concessions 
that activity might be stimulated. But there was nowhere a break. 
The market for book of all grades; it is true, was quiet but it 
held steadily and prices not only gave no evidence of softening 
but were stiffer than ever. The jobbers are of opinion that an 
advance is imminent, for they take the position that the mills still 
are oversold, that no jobbing house here has accumulation and that 
immediately upon the increase of demand due to the oncoming 
holiday season, competition to get stock will cause a hardening of 
values, justified they say because there has been no reduction in 
cost of any of the raw. materials which enter into paper, no de- 
crease in wages but instead a very decided rise in freights and 
truck delivery charges. The mills generally have met the increased 
freights but the added cost of local deliveries falls on the dis- 
tributors. 

Coarse Paper Conditions 


In the coarse paper line conditions are much the same as in the 
fine paper save that the market is more active. Apparently the 
consuming public is losing hope of a large decline in costs and is 
making purchases which had been deferred in the hope that these 
would come. Certainly the demand for krafts and wrapping papers 
is improving weekly and with mill supplies as hard to get as ever, 
price concessions are most remote. 


Some Weakness in Paper Stocks 
The only semblance of price recessions was found in the paper 
stock market and in that, it applied to only mixed, commons and 
old news. None of the local mills are in the market for this class 
of stock save at a reduction of from $2 to $4 a ton from the 
prices of early October. A week ago the reduction was made by 
the mills on the poorer packings of these grades but during the 
week it was made to apply to the whole line. Since the outside 
market offered no better opportunities, these prices were accepted. 
But the local mills at least show no particular desire to stock up. 
Most of them have large supplies on hand and board is not moving 
freely because the largest consumers, the paper box makers, are 
still very dull. Board prices are off from $5 to $10 a ton from 
their former level with indications that they may go still lower. 
Seasonal Conditions Favorable 


Increased activity in the building business following the marked 
decline in lumber prices is reported, and consequently the building 
and roofing paper trade showed during the week a decided im- 
provement. The season has continued open and rush work to get 
buildings under roof before cold weather has caused a very heavy 
demand for this class of papers, 


Russell Products Corporation Starts 
The recently acquired plant in Camden, N. J., began operations 


during the week under the management of the Russell Products 
Corporation in the production of a specialized line of leather and 
cloth substitutes and covers. The Franklin Paper Company is the 
selling agent for the Russell products. The plant consists of four 
buildings on a four acre plot to be used for the coating, embossing 
and finishing departments. Chemists employed by the Products 
company developed the formulas for the raw stock and all the 
machinery used in giving an imitation leather book and water- 
proof surface was designed by the firm’s own organization. Hor- 
ace R, Hillegas is president of the Russell corporation and Harry 
A, Jacobs secretary and treasurer. Both are connected with the 
Franklin Paper Company. The sales offices and stock warehouse 
will be at 718-720 Cherry street.

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PAPERBOARD MILLS INSIST 
ON STOCK CLASSIFICATION 


During Recent Great Scarcity of Paper Box Board Mills of 
the East Accepted Shipments of Paper Stock That Did 
Not Conform to the Standards Adopted by the Eastern 
Paperboard Manufacturers’ Association, but in the Future 
They Intend to Insist on the Classifications of the Associa- 
tion—Will Reject Shipments Not Conforming to It— 
Definition of Objectionable Papers. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

During the recent great scarcity of paper stock, many of the 
Box Board mills of the East accepted shipments of paper stock 
that did not conform to the standard classification which was 
adopted by the Eastern Paperboard Manufacturers’ Association in 
May, 1919. In addition to having to pay enormous prices for 
paper stock, the quality or grade of the stock in many cases was 
far below what was ordered and many dealers exercised no care 
whatever in making their shipments come up to the classification, 
the result being great losses to the mills on-account of the large 
amount of refuse and out-throw contained in the bales, besides 
damage to machinery and loss of time in the mills. 

The time has come to put a stop to reckless disregard of quality 
or grade of paper stock ordered and mills propose to insist upon 
the classification which is recognized as fair and reasonable by 
all of the best dealers, and shipments will be rejected which do 
not conform to it. For the benefit and information of shippers 
and dealers, the classification is printed below: 

Mixed Papers 

Crass 1.—Stock to be packed in machine pressed bales of 600 
pounds or over, strictly dry and clean and free from all foreign 
material and objectionable papers. 

Ciass 2.—Dry clean stock in bales of less than 600 pounds, free 
from all foreign material and objectionable papers. This class 
to bear a differential of $2 per ton under Class 1. 

Newspapers 

Over-issues fresh from printing offices. 

Crass 1.—Strictly dry clean baled newspapers in machine pressed 
bales of 700 pounds or over; free from books, colored covers, 
lithograph papers and magazines. This class includes news stand 
returns or so-called No. 2 over-issues. 

Crass B.—Baled newpapers, dry and clean; free from magazines 
and books and other print papers, in bales less than 700 pounds 
in weight. This class to bear a differential of $1.50 per ton under 
Class 1. 

Definitions 

Objectionable papers include paraffined, greased, glazed, parch- 
ment, tar, carbon and wall paper; book covers; also paper twine 
and paper strings. Foreign material includes every non-paper sub- 
stance. 

From and after this date (October 1) all orders for paper stock 
will be specified by grade and classification as above. 

Conditions 

When stock of an inferior grade is*shipped, and that fact is 
apparent, without opening packages, notice of rejection will be 
promptly given. If Class 2 stock is shipped on a Class 1 order, 
the mill has the option to take same in at the regular differential, 
plus an additional deduction of $1 per ton as a penalty. We want 
the grades ordered and of the classifications stated herein. But 
when shippers send us other grades than those specified we re- 
quire that settlement be accepted on the basis of the grades stated 
herein. The penalty of $1 per ton is made to stop this practice 
of shipping stock inferior to that ordered. 


Should stock shipped us which appears to be of grade billed, 
prove, on opening the packages to be of an inferior grade, ‘ve 
reserve the right to charge and collect the difference in value 
when the difficulty is discovered. There will be a further charge 
of $1 per ton for penalty for the same reason as stated in the 
previous paragraph.

Canadian Export Statistics 


Canadian exports of pulp and paper during August reached a 
total value of $18,258,727, compared with $8,348,179 in August, 
1919, an increase of $9,910,548 or 118 per cent, according to a 
special report issued by the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association. 

Paper exports included 5,594 cwts. of book paper, valued at 
$64,293; 1,419,023 cwts. of news print, valued at $7,301,605 and 
other grades of paper valued at $1,380,919. There was a falling 
off in quantity of 3,178 cwts. in book paper, although an increase 
of $8,106 iri value. News print exports showed an increase of 
262,677 cwts. in volume and of $3,160,793 in value. 

Large increases, both in volume and value, were recorded in all 
grades of pulp. Exports of sulphate (kraft) amounted to 267,418 
cwts. valued at $1,284,365, compared with 246,376 cwts., valued at 
$829,129 in August last year. Unbleached sulphite 574,343 cwts., 
valued at $3,820,278, compared with 466,757 cwts., valued at $1,- 
643,646, mechanically ground pulp, 818,081 cwts. valued at $8,- 
809,266, compared with 387,435 cwts. valued at $475,735.

To Prevent Stream Pollution 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 20, 1920.—State officials appear to be 
following up the pollution of the streams in the vicinity of the 
Hager Strawboard & Paper Company at Cedarville, and to secure 
preventative measures. They have visited the mill during the 
week, headed by a Mr. Traverse, who is making a thorough 
investigation of the methods adopted by the company to pre- 
ent the flow of poisonous liquors which resulted originally in 
the imposition of a $500 fine and the subsequent series of fines 
totaling $5,000. 

Waste paper from the paper mill at Cedarville contains a 
poison ‘which kills off thousands of fish. When the gates are 
opened from the reservoir at the paper mill, leaving the water 
to flow into Massois Creek, thousands of fish in streams fed by 
that body, are killed. 

The matter contains no poison when it comes from the mill but 
after being in the water for several hours it ferments, causing 
a poison to develop. 

At a recent visit to this city, following the fining of the Hager 
Straw Board and Paper Company, $500 for the killing of one fish 
and the promise of the company to immediately put in purifying 
methods, Mr. Traverse, a State official, gave a demonstration of 
a method to cure the water. The system of purification consists of 
injecting into the polluted water a marl substance, obtained from 
a farm near Chillicothe, which contains 82 per cent of calcium 
carbonate and two per cent magnesia, the balance being a clay 
without grit. The effect of this substance is to cause the polluted 
water to sink to the bottom and the clear water to remain on top. 

By putting in this system, which has just been accomplished by 
the Houstonia Creamery of South Charleston, the polluted water 
could be reduced to sludge, which would yield $4 a ton and more 
than pay for the cost of installation of the plant. He explained 
that the Hager Company is experimenting with screening and 
that this method merely cleans out the particles in the water, 
but allows the poison to flow on, as it is solvent, 

There are several other systems of purification that meet with 
the approval of the bureau, according to Mr. Traverse, and un- 
less a recommended method is adopted further action may be 
taken against the local company, it is declared.

Champion Co. Says No Contract Was Made 

Dayton, Ohio, October 20, 1920—Answering the breach of 
contract suit brought by Knapp & Baxter of New York, in the 
United States District Court the Champion Fibre Company of 
Hamilton and Canton, N. C., through its president, Peter G.

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PRACTICAL QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
FOR MILL MEN 


A Department for the Solution of the Troubles, Large and Small, That Are Encountered by the: Workers in the 
Mills in the Course of Their Duties in Making Paper and Pulp— All Mill Men Are Invited to Send in 
Both Questions and Answers—A Free Exchange of Ideas Is Desired—By Active Co-operation 
This Department Can Be Made a General Clearing House for Information in Regard 
to Practical Paper Making, 
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Why Wire Wears Out Sooner in One Place Than Another 


Question No. 2551.—Can you give any reason why a wire should 
wear out sooner in one place than another. The enclosed sample 
is from a wire which we took off recently, and the part which is 
cracked occurred on both sides of the wire about five inches in 
from the edges. 

Answer No. 2551.—After carefully examining the sample wire, 
we have come to the conclusion that the wire was worn out by a 
mechanical defect on your machine, and not by any defect of the 
wire itself. In all probability the fault can be laid to the deckle 
straps. By a microscopical examination of the wire, it was. seen 
that the lengthwise copper threads had been worn completely 
through, while other parts of the wire were very little worn. This 
is almost conclusive proof that '(1) your deckle straps are slip- 
ping on the wire, -through insufficient lubrication of the deckle 
pulley bearings, or through being held back by flat apron which 
extends too far under the deckle straps. ‘ (2) By last deckle pulley 
being too close to the wire, causing the deckle strap to bear hard 
on the first suction box. (3) By some of the rolls being larger in 
diameter at that point, causing excessive wear on the wire. 


To Make Stocks Free 

Question No. 2552.—Will you kindly answer in your paper what 
can be done to make stock free? We are making heavy bristol 
board on a Fourdrinier machine and we are having much trouble 
with slow stock, The furnish is about-75. per cent a 25 per 

cent soda and 10 per cent clay. 

Answer No. 2552.—Following are some of the many factors 
which tend to make stock free: Load your beaters lightly, that is, 
if the normal capacity of your beaters is 1,100 pounds, then only 
furnish 900 pounds. . This allows a quicker and freer circulation of 
the stock, permitting a more rapid treatment of the fibres. Put 
the roll down hard as soon as furnished, the object being to reduce 
the stock as quickly as possible by cutting the fibres rather ’than 
drawing them out. As soon as the stock is reduced enough, empty 
it. Don’t let it remain in the beater any longer than is necessary. 
Have a look at your bed plate knives and beater roll bars. They 
should have good cutting edges to produce free stock. The same 
treatment of the stock holds good while being Jordaned. Run it 
through free and thin. Have all valves on Jordan wide open and 
have outlet as low as possible, the object being to get the fibres up 
against the steel; cut’ them instead of crushing them. Keep a 
good cutting edge on your Jordan knives. This can be accom- 
plished by grinding the Jordan at every opportunity; that is, when 
the machine is down let your Jordan run with the plug and shell 
knives grinding each other. Be sure to have water running through 
while doing this, otherwise they would get overheated. Another 
good way to keep a good cutting edge on Jordan knives is to 
reverse the turning direction of the Jordan plug every two or three 

weeks. Of course this ‘is conveniently done only when the Jordan 
is directly driven by a motor. 

Now, in regard to the stock itself, the furnish ont the quality 


.modern firefighting .apparatus, 
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of the fibre. ~The fact that your stock is slow is generally pretty 
good proof that the sulphite is of good quality; that is, in regard to 
strength. Therefore, if this is true and you are using an excep- 
tionally good sulphite in regard to strength, you could in all prob- 
ability reduce the amount of sulphite one or two hundred pounds 
per thousand and replace it with the soda pulp and still maintain 
the quality of your finished product, and in all probability better it. 

This procedure would, of course, have the desired effect ‘of 
making your stuff freer. Another factor which will aid in making 
your stock free is to “draw down” one or two rolls of soda pulp; 
that is, when your beater is about ready to be emptied, open your 
valve and let down about 200 pounds of stock, close the valve and 
add 200 pounds of soda. Let it go around a few times, then empty 
the whole -beater of stock. The only things you can do on the 
machine with slow stock is to put steam into it, get formation as 
good as possible and use a wire which is as coarse in mesh as is 
consistent with the grade of paner you are making. 


New Kimberly-Clark’ Mill to Start Soon’ 


Niacara-- Fares; -N, - ¥.,- Oct. ~17;--1920—The Kimberly-Clark 
company expects to start operation of its big new paper mill at 
Royal avenue and Packard road about December 1, Manager 
S. R, Stilp says the plant will manufacture book paper from the 
rough log to the finished product. “He estimates that at the 
start between 150 and 200° persons will be given employment. 
This force will later be heavily increased. The problem of hous- 
ing the employes has been the hardest to solve, according to Mr. 
Stilp. The company has purchased houses for about 20 families, 
formerly owned and built by the U. S. government for war 
emergency and will build or purchase more homes later. Another 
problem is the tranporting of workers to the plant. The nearest 
car line is a mile and half from the mill and it is planned . to 
have a spur line extended. 

The mill is one-story, of steel, brick and reinforced concrete 
and is strictly fireproof, with automatic sprinklers’ and other 
The plant, with the exception ‘of 
the temporary warehouse and machineshop, covers an area of 
83,350 square feet—110 feet long and 151 feet wide. The base- 
ment is built on solid rock and contains the clay storeroom, the 
power room, the filter and the boiler room. The ground floor 
contains a pulpwood storeroom, machine shop, grinding and 
drum barking room, pounding room, cutting room, paper ma- 
chine and finishing room. The papermaking machine will be 
a Dusey and Jones 198-inch modern pattern—the largest machine 
used in the manufacture of book paper. The machine is 231% 
feet long and 19 feet wide. Later a second machine will be 
installed. When the second machine is placed the company will 
require about 100 additional employes. The boiler room _ will 
contain 350. horsepower boilers. A fan system of heating is to 
be used, “The water supply will be piped direct from the river, 
about a mile,away, the main being made of California redwood. 
Three railroad spurs will be used to bring in supplies.

THE RECOVERY OF WASTE ROOFING FELT 


By L. F. Hawtey, In CHarce, Section or Derived Propucts, 


AND Otto Kress, IN CHARGE, SECTION OF PuLP AND PAPER 


OF THE Forest Propucrs LABORATORY 


Last year the Forest Products Laboratory made some experi- 
ments on the extraction and recovery of waste paraffin paper by 
means of gasoline,* and, because of the promising results obtained, 
it was thought advisable to attempt by similar means the recovery 
of the waste incident to the manufacture of roofing felt. 

Roofing-felt waste, either plain or rock-coated, so far as known 
at the laboratory, is not being recovered but is being burned under 
the boilers. The possible recovery of this stock was brought to 
the attention of one of the roofing-felt manufacturers, who esti- 
mated the daily production of waste felt at his mill to be from 
4,000 to 4,500 pounds, or about 2 per cent of his total production 
of felt. At this rate there would be 50,000 pounds of waste per 
day in all the felt mills in the United States. 

The laboratory was supplied ‘with a shipment of waste pro- 
duced partly from the manufacture of smooth surfaced prepared

roofing and partly from slate-covered shingle-roofing stock. Both 
kinds of roofing carry approximately 130 per cent asphalt saturant 
and an equal weight of a blown oxidized asphalt as a top coat. 
The smooth surfaced prepared roofing is coated with 3 pounds of 
mica and talc per 100 sq: ft. of area, while the shingle stock weigh- 
ing 80 pounds per 100 sq. ft. carries 25 Ibs, of crushed rock per 
100 sq. ft. 

Some of the smooth surfaced prepared roofing, as well as the 
shingle-roofing stock, was, preliminary to extraction, cut into 
pieces approximately one inch square. Extractions 1 and 2 were 
made on the smooth surfaced prepared roofing, while extraction 3 
was made on the shingle-roofing stock. 

The experimental extraction for the removal of the pitch was 
unusual in two respects: (1) The proportion of soluble material 
(pitch) to insoluble material (fiber) was so high that the amount 
of solvent required to cover the charge was not always sufficient 
to dissolve all the pitch; and (2) the solution of the pitch was 
incomplete even when the solvent was used in excess. It was ex- 
pected that the gasoline solvent used would not dissolve all the 
pitch, even when the solvent was used in larger amounts than 
would be commercially practicable; but, on account of its cheapness 
and availability gasoline was used in the hope that the part of the 
pitch that was insoluble in it would not interfere with the further 
use of the reclaimed roofing stock, 

The apparatus used for the extraction experiments consisted of 
a vertical.cylindrical extractor 3 ft. high and 1% ft. in diameter, 
provided with a closed :steam coil and a steam jet. This extractor

was connected with a condenser in such a manner that the vapors 
of the solvent, when boiled off, could be led to the condenser, con- 
densed, and returned again to the extractor, all in a closed system. 
In the experiments a weighed amount of the roofing felt was 
placed into the extractor, and a measured amount of the solvent 
(a middle fraction of gasoline, b. p. 90 deg. to 140 deg. C.) was 
added; then the cover was put on and by means of the closed 
steam coils the solvent was boiled slowly through the condenser 
returning continuously to the extractor. The steam was then 
turned off and the solution drained from the bottom of the ex- 
tractor. Fresh solvent was again applied and the process repeated. 
The solvent remaining after the third extraction and draining 
was recovered by blowing live steam through the extractor to a 
condenser and by collecting the mixed condensate of water and 
solvent.

The results of three series of extractions are shown in Table I. 
Although considerable amounts of gasoline-soluble material and 
large amounts of chloroform-soluble material were left in the 
fiber, yet these were of such a nature that they did not interfere 
with the opening of the chips or with the running of the stock 
on the paper machine. Apparently the pitchy, sticky portions of 
the asphalt are removed by the gasoline treatment and the material 
left behind is so hard and brittle that part of it washes off from 
the fiber during the beating and the part that remains is not detri- 
mental to the quality of the pulp. In the analysis of the material 
left after extraction the gasoline-soluble extract was slightly soft 
and sticky but the chloroform-soluble extract was hard and very 
brittle* The residue that is insoluble in gaSoline acts like an 
ordinary loading material, offering no difficulty during the con- 
version of pulp to paper on the machine. 

After samples were taken for analysis, the solutions of pitch in 
gasoline were distilled in a still heated with closed steam coils until 
very little solvent was coming over, then live steam was admitted 
into the charge until the rest of the solvent was removed. It was 
not difficult to make a pitch, apparently as hard as the original, 
by steaming it a short time with the closed coils heated with 30 
pounds of steam. 

For the experiment on the extraction of the shingle-roofing 
stock the bottom of the extractor was lined with a piece of 70- 
mesh Fourdrinier wire to prevent any of the rock getting into the 
manne even the eighty soft gasoline-soluble residue is not especially detri- 

ental to the stock is shown by the fact that it is removed from the fiber 
in the paper machine in as great a proportion, at least, as is the brittle 


chloroform-soluble residue. An analysis of the powdery deposit from the 
back-water showed two farts gasoline-soluble to three parts chloroform-

The computations for the determination of the amount of solvent 
and the number of extractions that would be required for a satis- 
factory commercial operation are complicated by. the peculiarities 
mentioned in the fifth paragraph, but it was found that the results 
of the experimental extractions still correspond with the theoretical 
deductions when these peculiarities are properly included in the 
theory.* It was noticed that after the first treatment with solvent 
the volume of extract removed was nearly the same as, or even 
greater than, the volume of solvent added, although considerable 
amounts of solvent must have been retained on the charge. 

This is the result of the comparatively large amount of soluble 
material in the charge which, on being dissolved, very noticeably 
increases the volume of the solvent. The figures obtained during 
the experiments made possible the determination of the volume of 
solution retained on the charge after the first treatment, and this 
volume was found to be greater than that retained after the last 
treatment as determined by the steam distillation of the extracted 
chips. This difference is the result of the greater viscosity of the 
concentrated extract, so that the same amount of fiber will hold 
back more concentrated extract than fresh solvent. The solvent 
retained could be determined for the first and third extractions, 
and for the second extraction it was assumed to be the mean of 
the other two values. When such figures were used for the “vol- 
ume retained” and the solvent ratio was computed from them, the 
course of the extraction was found to run very close to the 
theoretical. 

Table II shows the relation between the computed and the actually 
determined values for the amount of pitch removed with each 
extraction. For runs 1 and 2 these two sets of figures are very 
nearly the same, but in run 3 the computed figures are high for 
the first extraction and low for the other two. This indicates

that on account of the large amount of material treated, (60 Ibs. 
instead of 40 Ibs., as in the other runs), the first lot of solvent 
was probably saturated before all the readily soluble pitch was 
dissolved, and that the second treatment, therefore, dissolved some 
pitch and was more concentrated than it would otherwise have 
been. Furthermore, the high percentage of gasoline-soluble pitch 
left in the fiber after extraction does not correspond with the 
amounts removed by the last treatment. In run 1, for instance, 
cook 3, with solvent ratio 2-8, removed 0.95 Ibs. of pitch; it 
0.95 
should have left behind only —— = 0.34 Ibs. of pitch, but the 
28 
analysis of the extracted. material showed 2.04 lbs. of pitch left 
behind. Probably only about 0.34 Ibs. of pitch readily soluble in 
gasoline was left; the rest of it was difficultly soluble and was 
removed by gasoline in the analysis only because the analytical 
extraction consisted of continuous washing for a long time with 
fresh solvent, a treatment that would tend to remove even diffi- 
culty soluble pitch.

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or a commercial process a series extraction, in which about 
350 gallons of solvent were used to a ton of paper with four 
treatments for each charge, should give the same results as were 
obtained in the experimental extractions. This would make a 
solvent ratio of about 4, and there would be a theoretical extrac- 
tion of about 99.71 per cent. It should be remembered that. this 
percentage would apply only to the pitch readily soluble in gaso- 
line, and that the gasoline-soluble and chloroform-soluble pitch in 
the extracted stock, as determined by long analytical extraction, 
would be about the same as in the experimental material, namely, 
10 per cent and 18 per cent, respectively. 


Recently published results* have made possible the ready deter- 
mination of the number of cells required to furnish a certain num- 
ber of treatments in an extraction when the time required for some 
of the operations is known. If we assume that in a commercial 
process the boiling period will be 25 minutes, the pumping period 
10 minutes, and the charging, discharging, and solvent-recovery 
period 80 minutes, then the number of cells required to furnish 
four treatments ‘will be found from the formula n = (2c—t) b+c 
(2c—t—5) p+ (2t+4)p in which n = time required for charging, 
discharging, and solvent recovery, b = boiling period, p = pump- 
ing period, c = number of cells, and t = number of treatments. 
Substituting these values in the equation and solving for c, we find 
c = 3. Three cells are, therefore, sufficient to furnish four treat- 
ments for each charge under the conditions given, 

Under these conditions, also, the length of time elapsing between 
successive discharges of a cell full of extracted material would 
be a = 2b+ (t+1) p = 504+ (441) 10=100 minutes; that is, if 
each cell had a capacity of one ton of waste roofing stock, the 
capacity of the battery would be two-thirds of a ton per hour, 

The extracted chips were placed in a beater and opened up 
with the roll well off the bed plate to prevent any cutting of the 
fiber. The stock readily absorbed the water, the extracted chips 
having shown by the ink-flotation test approximately the same ease 
of absorption as was obtained from the original felt. In the case 
of the shingle-roofing stock it was found that after the extraction 
of the asphalt the rock could be readily separated by a mechanical 
tumbling of the extracted chips. On a mill scale, a suitable duster 
with a proper-sized screen would no doubt remove the bulk of the 
rock. The stock from the beater was pumped to the stock chest, 
then put over a flat diaphragm screen for the further removal of 
rock, and finally, over an experimental wet machine, the felt being 
dried and wound into rolls. With the equipment available it was 
impossible to produce a felt as thick as was originally used in the 
extracted material; consequently, no comparative-strength tests 
were made, 

Samples of the felt made at the laboratory were impregnated in 
one of the saturating tanks at the plant. of the co-operating mill. 
No difficulty was experienced in obtaining a. ready and complete 
saturation, and the co-operators expressed themselves as completely 
satisfied with the quality of the reclaimed stock. 


In a commercial process of this kind neither the recovered pitch 
nor the stock would have the same composition as unused ma- 
terial; the stock would contain considerable proportions of the 
difficultly soluble constituents of the pitch, and the recovered pitch 
would be lacking in these very constituents. If both were used 
again, therefore, the final product would be very nearly the same 
as the standard. The only difference would be caused by the in- 
soluble constituents washed out on the paper machine and lost in 
the back-water.

The sessions of Friday were confidential conferences between 
the manufacturers and dealers over the paper situation, and E. H. 
Naylor, secretary of the association, said that no information would 
be given out about those meetings. It seemed to be the general 
opinion that the slowing up of orders which is making itself felt 
over a wide area is a temporary matter and that business will 
increase following the national and state elections.

Without undue advertising this substantial union and the group 
of manufacturers who supply Fourdrinier wires to the paper trade 
have built up a practice of collective bargaining which could well 
serve as an example for other trades. Through the trying \eriod 
of the war there has been no cessation of work, both parties 
having exhibited a most commendable spirit in their negotiations. 

An outsider observing the meetings of the past four years weuld 
have marvelled at the good spirit which has prevailed and the 
willingness of both factors to discuss amicably all points at issue. 

There is every indication that in this industry, at least, in- 
dustrial peace will continue, and since Fourdrinier wires are of 
great importance to, production in the paper trade this assurance 
should be comforting. 


Penobscot Chemical Fibre Expansion

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BFereign Trade Statistics 


The exports of paper and manufactures of paper as shown by 
the Department of Commerce reports for July, which are the latest 
figures available, continue to disclose a great increase as com- 
pared with a year.ago and show about the same figures as com- 
pared with June of this year. The figures for july of this year 
were $7,331,432 as against $4,788,085 for July a year ago and 
$7,675,955 for June. For the seven months ending with July 
there was exported paper amounting to $48,010,936 as compared 
with $58,733,227 for the same period in 1919 and $29,035,176 in 1918. 

The exports of news print for July amounted to $474,846, which 
was slightly less than for july a year ago when the figures 
amounted to $585,687, and considerably less than for June, when 
the figures were $656,884. The exports of news print for the 
seven months ending with July amounted to $3,296,929 as com- 
pared with $7,092,713 for the same period in 1919 and $4,991,849 
in 1918. 

The foreign sales of wrapping paper for July were $558,482 as 
against $305,879 for July a year ago and $700,476 for June. The 
exports of wrapping paper for the seven months ending with July 
amounted to $3,899,110 as compared with $4,432,094 for the same 
period in 1919 and $2,720,306 in 1918. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes during the month 
equalled $760,084 as compared only with $472,286 for July a year 
previous and $699,178 for June. The exports of these commodi- 
ties for the seven months ending with July amounted to $4,757,744 
as compared with $10,335,252 for the same period in 1919 and 
$3,058,554 in 1918. 

The sales for abroad of paper board and strawboard for July 
equalled $516,993 as compared only with $268,542 for July a year 
ago and with $387,788 for June. 
strawboard for the seven months ending with July amounted to 
$2,811,643 as compared with $3,136,414 for the same period in 1919 
and $1,417,623 in 1918, 

The exports of tissue and toilet paper for july were $230,865 
as compared only with $86,914 for July a year ago and $316,330

months ending with July amounted to $1,676,120 as compared with 
$1,176,318 for the same period in 1919 and $605,112 in 1918. 

The imports of paper for July showed a considerable gain over 
a year ago but were decidedly smaller than for June. The figures 
amounted to $5,615,951 for July of this year as against $4,395,968 
for july of last year and $6,270,434 for June. The imports of 
paper for the seven months ending with July amounted to $40,- 
600,507 as compared with $29,574,635 for the same period in 1919 
and $24,621,023 in 1918. 

The imports of printing paper valued at not above 8 cents per 
pound for July equalled $4,313,596 as compared with $3,623,210 for 
July a year ago and $5,062,900 for June. The imports of this class 


of paper for the seven months ending with July equalled $32,746,- 
694 as compared with $24,521,016 for the same period in 1919 and 
$20,002,466 in 1918, 

The imports of mechanically ground wood for July equalled |

The imports of unbleached chemical pulp for July amounted to

60,000 cars. Not content with this, they have set before them- 
selves the goal of raising the average mileage per car per day

Abstracts of all papers published from 1885 to 1896 may be found 
in the Report of the Committee on the Deterioration of Paper, 
Society for the Encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Com- 
merce (London, 1898). Abstracts in the Journal of the Society 
of Chemical Industry (English) and Chemical Abstracts (Ameri- 
can) are indicated after the original references. 


In his introduction, Herzberg states that the compilation of the 
following list of articles on paper testing and related subjects pub- 
lished by the.K6niglichen Materialpriifungsamt was the result of 
numerous requests from members of the paper industry. Since the 
reports on these researches were (1913) scattered through 29 
volumes of the Mitteilungen aus dem KoOniglichen Materialpriif- 
ungsamt, it was often difficult to locate a definite article. It was 
also important to bring all the work on normal papers together 
and to make it available to the Normalpapierkommission of the 
Verein Deutscher Papierfabrikanten (normal paper commission of 
the society of German paper manufacturers). In order to render 
the list of still greater value, reference is made to the publication 
in other German paper magazines of articles excerpted from the 
Mitteilungen. These are: Papier-Zeitung (Papier-Ztg.) ; Wochen- 
blatt fiir Papierfabrikation (Wochbl. Papierfabr.) ; Papier-Fabri- 
kant (Papierfabr.). In the early days such excerpts were pub- 
lished only infrequently, but of late they appear regularly. Since 
one or more of these three journals are available to practically 
every one in the paper industry, they render the published re- 
searches of the K6niglichen Materialpriifungsamt accessible to all. 

The original contains, in addition to the bibliography proper, a 
subject index of 12 pages, in which not only are the papers given 
below listed, but also references to the various articles mentioned 
in the yearly reviews by Herzberg (1908-date) of the advances in 
the testing of paper.

While buying has been practically at a standstill in several por- 
tions of the paper market during the past week all of the big 
dealers and mill men unite in taking a very optimistic view of the 
situation. The general price drop in commodities has scared all 
the little fellows and many of the big ones into sitting tight and 
waiting to see what is going to happen to paper and pulp. This 
holding off is all that is causing a drop in the price of some of 
the grades of paper and pulp. The supply is no greater than 
it has been and the jobbers do not report that they have large 
quantities on hand; lack of demand is the only explanation. Many 
paper men prophesy that those who are waiting for lower prices 
are likely to be disappointed, since they believe that things are go- 
ing to liven up considerably about the first of the year. 

There are two factors which may enter into the market situation 
very soon; one of these is the closing of the Scandinavian ports 
for the winter and the other is the English coal tie-up. Some of 
the northern ports of Norway will be frozen over within a few 
weeks now and all of them are generally shut to vessels by the 
first of December although in rare instances some of them have 
been open until the middle of December. The ships are generally 
afraid to go in after the middle of November, however, for fear 
of getting frozen up and having to stay there. This will mean 
that very few more importations can be expected from Scandinavia. 

Then, too, if the coal strike lasts for an appreciable time in 
England this will mean that British and Scandinavian ships will 
be practically removed from the seas—since Norway and Sweden 
are largely dependent on Great Britain and the United States for 
fuel. The United States needs every pound of coal it has to keep 
its Own industries running and it is unlikely that much can be 
spared for export. Some of the paper men in this city seem to 
believe that the coal strike will mean that all of the Canadian and 
stock from other countries which was intended for England will be 
dumped on this market in such quantities as to depress prices 
still further, but this theory is not generally held throughout the 
trade. 

The spot markets in news print, fine and book papers are all re- 
ported as a little weaker, but the prices have not changed ap- 
preciably—with the possible exception of news print—since the 
contract market remains unchanged. Board still continues to de- 
cline, in fact it has dropped to the extent of $10 per ton on all 
grades. This is accounted for in many ways, but one of the best 
explanations appears to be that board prices have been so high 
that they have been abnormal. Since they were in this top heavy 
condition it only took a little shove to send them coasting and 
once started it is hard to say where they are going to stop, al- 
though the dealers are all optimistic. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Mechanical pulp remains practically unchanged except that it is 
also suffering from the general dulness which is extant through- 
out the market and the price has fallen off a little more. It is 
expected that unless the demand drops greatly that the price will 
increase in the winter when the supply from Canada becomes short. 

Chemical Pulp 

Chemical pulp has also dropped a little. The lack of buyers has 
made it much more easily available, but the anticipated falling 
off in the importation of this stock will probably cause the price 
to buck up a little in the next month or so. 


Domestic and Imported Rags 
The higher grades of all rags are holding very firm and there 
is a good demand for them, particularly the shirt cuttings in the 
new rags. Old rags, too, are in a fairly stable condition, but cloth 
strippings have fallen off somewhat. On the whole this market is 


in good condition. 


Waste Paper 
The drop in the board market was bound radically to affect the 
waste paper field. All of the grades which go into the manufac- 
ture of board have been going down steadily. Shavings, however, 
remain about the same and are likely to continue to do so. 
Old Rope and Bagging 
There is so little doing in this part of the market that it is hard 
to fix any prices. The mills are not buying very much, but it is 
hard to understand how they can hold off much longer since 
things have been slow for many weeks now. 
Twine 
Twine is about the same as last week with little change save a 
slight softening of the spot market.

The new machine which is being installed in the plant of the 
Interlake Tissue Mills, Limited, at Merritton, Ont., will soon be 
in operation. It will trim 140 inches and is reported to be the 
largest tissue paper machine in the world. The company will turn 
out several new lines in-the near future including flat tissue paper 
towels and a new popular line of toilet paper. 

John G. Sutherland, of Dayton, Ohio, president of the Fort Wil- 
liam Paper Company and W. L. Bird, of Fort William, general 
manager of the company, were in Toronto last week on business. 
Good progress is being made on the construction of the new ground 
wood plant of the company at Fort William considering that labor 
conditions are not all that could be desired. 

R. T. Houck, sales manager of the George H. Mead Company, 
Dayton, Ohio, spent a few days in Toronto on business recently. 

The Wilkinson Paper Company, 76 Bay street, Toronto, is 
branching out and has leased two more floors in order to take care 
of increased business. E. H. Wilkinson is the manager of the 
company.

Monarch Paper Company Improvements 


Katamazoo, Mich., October 18, 1920.—A well planned campaign 
of improvements designed to make the plant of the Monarch Paper 
Company one of the best mills in the Kalamazoo valley district is 


now nearing completion. Work has been in progress for the past 
six months and A, H. Gilman, general manager, expresses hope 
that everything will be cleaned up before snow flies. 

A large portion of the mill proper has been re-roofed. All the 
old wooden supports have been taken out and replaced with steel 
trusses. That is particularly true in the machine room, beater room 
and roll room. The roof of the machine room has also been raised 
several feet and large ventilators erected. 

The wooden flooring in the machine room has been torn up and 
a reinforced concrete flooring, covered with mastic, installed. All 
the wooden loading and unloading docks have been replaced by 
concrete platforms, 

A new rotary room has been erected and five 8 by 24 rotary 
cookers are being installed, thus entirely doing away with the old 
system of open tubs. The washing capacity of the mill has been 
increased by the addition of two 2,000 pound Horne washers. 

The power plant of the mill is also being thoroughly overhauled. 
Three Heinie boilers have been taken out and two 300 horsepower 
Wickes vertical water tube boilers erected in their place. Con- 
siderable other power plant equipment is being either replaced with 
new units or else rebuilt.

Wall Paper Trade Statistics 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuineton, D. C., October 19, 1920.—The current figures of the 
Federal Trade Commission, giving a review of the wall paper 
trade for the month of August, show some rather interesting com- 
parisons. 

Grade No. 2 white hanging paper, as is well known to the trade, 
is very similar to news print paper and, in fact, is news print paper, 
with the exception of the fact that the hanging paper is heavier 
than the news print. The Trade Commission’s figures for the month 
of August show that the standard news print in rolls f. 0. b. car- 
load lots for contract deliveries has an average price of $5,371 
per 100 pounds, while on the other hand No. 2 white hanging 
paper, under similar circumstances, was being sold during August 
at $10.689 per 100 pounds, showing a difference of $5.318. This 
is all the more astonishing when it is taken into consideration that 
for last March, for instance, standard news print under the 
circumstances already mentioned was being sold at $4.577 per 
100 pounds, while during the same month No. 2 white hanging 
paper was being sold at $4.40, which is a difference of 17.7 cents. 


There seems to be no answer to this question further than the fact 
that mills which have been running on wall paper may have given 
up their wall paper production in favor of news print, which has 
created a shortage in the wall paper market. 

About the only reason for the difference in cost of the news 
print and the No. 2 hanging paper, so far as can be learned, is 
the fact that the wall paper is a specialty and that the wall paper 
has to be cut in shorter rolls than the news print. The great 
difference in price indicated has been given some attention by offi- 
cials of the Trade Commission, 


To Carry Pulpwood to Maine

ALUM—The alum market does not appear to have suffered any 
by the’ decline, at least as far as price is concerned. It is true that 
the demand has fallen off somewhat, but the supply is not too 
plentiful and this tends to keep this commodity fairly high. There 
has been no change now for several weeks and although the gen- 
eral tendency of everything is downward alum will, in all prob- 
ability, hold firm for some time yet. The prices are reported as 
5 cents on the lump, 5.26 on the ground and 6 cents per pound on 
the powdered. 

BLANC FIXE—The condition in this field has shown little 
change over last week. Things are showing signs of easing up 
and the shortage is giving promise of relief, although this will 
not be immediate. All of the chemical prices are showing a good 
deal of fluctuation and it is difficult to strike a good fair price but 
it is reported as somewhere in the neighborhood of $110 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER—Many of the heavy chemicals are in 
rather a peculiar position in that it is often possible to procure 
them at a lower price on spot than on contract. This is due par- 
tially to the general drop in everything, but it is also a reper- 
cussion from the financial panic in Japan. Large shipments of all 
‘sorts of heavy chemicals were suddenly diverted from export 
purposes and thrown on the spot market at a low price. The price 
is now about 6@7 cents per pound, 

BRIMSTONE—There has been no change in brimstone prices, 
although the demand has slackened a little. There is a good bit 
‘more spot material on hand and it is expected that this commodity 
will become cheaper in a little while. It is now about $17 per ton. 

CASEIN—Casein has been very level for the past week. The 
-demand is not so strong but the supply is still short largely because 
of conditions in Argentine Republic. It is problematic as to 
whether the great decline in all things will have much effect here 
‘because there is no promise of any increase in supply. The price 
is about 15@16 cents. 

CAUSTIC SODA—Caustic soda is still quiet, with no immediate 
promise of any great activity. This, too, is declining slightly but 
it is not at all likely to reach anything like its pre-war level, in fact 
many of the things which have been dropping are likely to recover 
a bit by the time winter is here. The Japanese shipments which 
have been turned back have forced a good deal on the spot market 
and consequently it is much easier to procure than it was. The 
price is still from 3.85 to 4.15 cents, 

CHINA CLAY—This field is marked chiefly by the great im- 
provement in the car situation throughout the South. The price 
“has not dropped any nor is it expected to until the mills catch up 
a little with some of the back orders which accumulated when this 
stock was so difficult to get. The prices are all about the same 
as they were before, except for the imported, which has dropped 
a little. Domestic unwashed is 9@11; washed, 13@14; the im- 
-ported is from $15@19. 

ROSIN—The price decline has really hit the rosin market and 
the price has been steadily falling for the past month. The de- 
mand has fallen off to a very great extent and everyone seems to 
be unloading. Grades E, F and G are now as low at $12 c.i.f. New 
York to arrive from the South. 

SATIN WHITE—There has been a great scarcity of this ma- 
terial and it is still rather hard to get. This has kept the price 
firm and it is still quoted at from 2.5 to 3 cents on the basis of 
‘large orders. 

STARCH—Starch is like rosin. It has been on the decline for 
several weeks and it is still dropping. This is not altogether due. 
‘hhowever, to general market conditions, but is partially because of 
‘the bumper corn crop. Pearl starch in bags is 3.58 and in barrels 
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4.16; powdered in bags is 3.73 and in barrels 4.31; crystal T. B. No. 

90 fluidity machine packed in bags is 5.13 and in barrels 5.75. 
SODA ASH—Soda ash has not shown any change, although it 

is somewhat easier to get it. It is quoted from 2.35 to 2.50. 
TALC—Talc is the same, $15@20 per ton.
